Reaver county opera­

tions from the Clearfield district are 
that when the miners meet the opera­ 
tors iii joint conference during tile day

while the 
West Virginia fields are less agitated 
over the 
movement than

state in the soft coal region, and the 
miners were apparently disinterested. 
They will,

The supply room 
was gutted, inflicting a loss of abo' 
81,000 on the city and $1,200 to $1,500 on 
the opera house. The fire was subdued .

McFadden had $700 insurance on the 
supplies and $7,500 on the opera house. 
The damage to the opera house is not 
such as to interfere in the least with the 
presentation of “Yon Yon-on” tonight.
